Eventually a number of 
cases of dyphtheria developed. 
None of the patients became ser- 
iously ill, however, and only ten 
or twelve of the thirty students 
who were isolated immediately 
were more than carriers of the 
bacillus germ. 

To safeguard public health 
Collegeville took Extraordinary 
precautions. No off-campus priv- 
ileges were granted for Sunday, 
Feb. 20, or for Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday, Feb. 22 and 23. All stu- 
dents and faculty were immunized 
by the regular dyphtheria serum 
treatment. The college clinic, 
built several years ago by Mr. 
Heimas, R.N., and Father
